American Makes Lead 
Generally Despite 
Sharp Practices 


Special from A. D. N. Washington Bureau 

Washington, July 12.—American 
tires are gradually gaining foot- 
holds in new markets throughout 
the world and increasing their 
sales and popularity, in spite of 
keén competition, in fields where 
they have long been represented, 
according to the rubber division of 
the Department of Commerce. 

Through its trade commissioners 
and the consular service of the State 
Department it is enabled to keep 
an accurate and timely barometer 
of trade conditions reflecting the 
progress of American tires in all 
foreign countries. 

Regular reports from many lands 
indicate that the selling of tires is 
far from being stabilized, as it is in 
the United States, with price-cut- 
ting, rebating and other unfair 
trade practices in vogue most 
foreign retail markets. 

In Shanghai and Hon Kong China, 
Dunlop holds the lead in sales, with 
three American makes ranking sec- 
ond in volume of business. Retail 
prices, advanced 10 per cent. in Feb- 
ruary, are still in effect. 

A report from Breslau, Germany, 
states that on account of improved 
economic conditions and the _ in- 
creased use of automobiles, “it is 
believed that American tires might 
find a market here.” Continental, 
Peters, Union and Dunlop are the 
three leading makes in this market, 
the report adds.

An American make ranks third in 


the Marseilles, France, market, being 
surpassed by Michelin and Dunlop, 
with French Goodrich also getting 
some business. “With the improve- 
ment of business,” a report says, 
“American tires should have a better 
competitive position, due to the 
stronger exchange.” 

Dunlop is being hard pressed by 
three American makes in Cape 
Town, British South Africa. Two 
other American makes, making five 
in all, are reported making good 
sales progress.
